We are now again flattered that her Imperial Majefty 
of Ruffia will renew the Privilege, granted a few Years 
ago to the Britifh Mcrchauts,of trading to Perfia through 
her Dominiovs, vpon certain new Conditions to be a- 
grecd upon with ‘her Miniftry. 

They write from Stockholm, That it is imagined 
Count Teffin, after all his Applications to retire from 
Bufinefs, and the Objeétions made aguintt him by the 
Court of Ruffia, will fucceed Count Gyllenburyh in 
the high Office of Prefident of the Chancery of Sweden. 

The King of Pruffia is going to cr & an Hofpital for 
Invalids, in which are to be two Churches, one for the 
Proteftants, and the other for the Roman Carholicks. 
The Troops of this Monarch are faid to be fo eafy in 
Silefia, that the Court of Vienna makes no Difficulty 
of drawing off its Forces from Bohemia, Moravia, and 
the other hereditary Provinces. The Reduétion of Ge- 
noa, aird 2 farther Progrefs in Provence, feem to be the 
favourite Objeéts at that Court, by the continual Rein- 
forcements that are fending towards Italy. 

But if her Imperial Majcfty does not alfo fend 67,000 
Men early into the Netherlands, the Britifh Nation can 
t ftify, that it will not be for want of due Encouragement 
from her Allies.——— If the does this, and the Dutch ful- 
fill what we are taught to expeét, the Army onthat Side, 
muft be of more than 150,000 Men.
